Two-Ply Offensive 
Topples Neustadt in 
Upper Silesia Mop-Up

LONDON, Friday, March 23.— 
()—Russian troops, in a powerful 
néw two-pronged offensive in Up- 
per German Silesia, have smashed 
to within a mile of Czechoslovakia 
in twin advances of 25 miles and 
killed or captured 45,000 enemy 
troops in a 450-square-mile trap 
west of the Oder river, Moscow 
announced last night. 

Massed forces of Marshal Ivan 
S. Konev’s First Ukrainian Army 
were battling forward in an all- 


rout assault to clear industrial Up- 


per Silesia and win the last Nazi 
war productions center in the rich 
region. 

CO-ORDINATED 


Marshal Stalin announced Ko- 
nev’s forces had toppled the key 
industrial city of Neustadt and 
more than 400 other towns and 
villages in the first stages of the 
Russian breakthrough, 

Konev’s offensive dove-tailed 
with a thunderous assault which 
the Germans said the Russians 
had launched against the Baltic 
port of Stettin and with a fast- 
driving Red army offensive over 
German-reconquered territory in 
Hungary. Berlin said the latter 
drive had reached within 95 miles 
of Vienna. 


Moscow’s war bulletin § an- 
nounced that meanwhile Marshal 
Konstantin K. Rokossovsky’s Sec- 
ond White Russian Army was 
hammering closer to the twin Bal- 
tic ports of Danzig and Gdynia, 
Advancing through the canal- 
webbed Vistula delta south of 
Danzig, the Russians seized nine 
places; including Russoczin, seven 
miles below the former Free 
City. 

OTHER CZECHLAND GAINS 

In East Prussia, Marshal Alex- 
ander M. Vasilevsk’s Third White 
Russian Army struck from three 
sides against the last German 
outpost of Heiligenbeil, while Red 
army dive bombers lashed the bat- 
tered remnants of enemy troops 
being thrown back into the sea. 

Other Soviet troops in Czecho- 
slovakia carved out new gains in 
the Carpathian mountains north 
and northwest of Zvolen in Czech- 
oslovakia, while Moscow §an- 
nounced Russian, Yugoslav and 
Bulgar troops had smashed a Ger-

510,000 Dice Throw Stirs Treasury 
To Crack Down on Lavish Spending 


WASHINGTON, March 22—, 


(UP)—The government, under- 
taking the biggest drive of its 
kind in the nation’s history, has 
begun a country-wide crackdown 
against black market-rich “free 
spenders” who are living in lux- 
ury and cheating Uncle Sam out 
of billions in income taxes. 
reasury WUepartment  spokes- 
men revealed today that internal 
revenue agents already have 
started checking up on “several 
hundred free spenders” at Miami 
and Miami Beach, Fla., resorts. 
The search for big tax evaders 
also will be extended into New 
York City, Philadelphia, Chicago, 
San Francisco, Seattle and “all big 
pleasure and spending centers.” 
Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau personally ordered 
the drive which was described by 
one official as the biggest of its 


ind in the nation’s history—even ' 


overshadowing the _ prohibition, 
era campaign which trapped Al 
Capone. 

It was undertaken after offi- 
cials became convinced that per- 
sons who have grown rich in the 
black market have been bilking 
the government of vast revenue. 
One federal fiscal authority not 
in the Treasury Department esti- 
mated that Uncle Sam is being 
cheated out of $3,000,000,000 to 
$5,000,000,000 a year by big in- 


bcome tax evaders. 


The Florida investigation is be- 
ing made by a large group of in- 
ternal revenue agents headed by 
Elmer L. Irey, the man who put 
Capone behind the bars for income 
tax evasion. 

The T-men already have compil- 
ed a list of several hundred names 
of Florida “free spenders” which 
have been sent to their home dis- 
tricts where the income tax return

of each is being checked. 


A treasury spokesman reporting 
on a 10-day investigation of Miami 


and Miami Beach said there is so 
much free spending and luxury 
living. going on there that “you 
would never know there was a 
war on.” He added that a lot of 
the money floating around “is 
black market money.” 

Agents already have turned in 
eye-witness reports of lavish 
spending. One said he saw a va- 
cationist lose $40,000 in one eve- 
ning of gambling. He saw $10,000 
change hands on a single roll of 
the dice. 1 

Morgenthau told a press confer- 
ence he might soon announce some 
action against big income tax 
evaders. He said he had been 
studying the problem for some 
time. He made it plain that the

~ Superfortresses 
From India Smash 
Rangoon Again

Fortieth Division doughboys, in- 
vaders of Panay, have hopped 
across a mile and one-half strait 
and have seized 25-mile-long Gui- 
maras Island without opposition 
in a move to safeguard the ship- 
ping lane into the captured port 
of Iloilo. 

Heavy bombers, meanwhile, 
lashed Cebu Island with 240 tons 
of explosives in three successive 
days. 

Mountainous Guimaras is dii- 
rectly opposite Iloilo and helps 
form one of the best harbors and 
seaplane bases in the _ central 
Philippines. 

Gen. MacArthur reported this 
27th island invasion of the Philip- 
pines in his communique today, 
announcing only that “in a shore- 
to-shore operation our _ troops 
seized Guimaras Island, southeast 


of Panay.” 
HEAVY BOMBING 

The heavy bombing of Cebu 
Island, across the Camotes Sea 
from Leyte, was concentrated on 
Japanese bivouac and supply areas 
in the vicinity of Cebu City, mid- 
way along the island’s east coast. 

“Many explosions and fires were 
observed,” the communique said. 
Meanwhile naval P-T boats patrol- 
ling the Cebu coast by night sank 
several enemy small craft, and 
Navy rocket-firing planes sank a 
midget submarine off Cebu City. 

Patrol bombers ranging the 
blockaded China Sea sank or dam- 
aged 12 small freight vessels and 
four landing craft. 

General advances on all ground 
fronts on Luzon were reported. 
Forward elements of the 33d Di- 
vision, probing closer to Baguio 
from the west, reached the Nag- 
uilian river and an airfield at 
the outskirts of the Philippine 
capital. 

In southern Luzon, the 158th 
Regimental Combat team drove 
into the environs of Cuenca, south- 
east of Lake Taal, and cut the 
main road east of the town. 
MOP-UP ON LEYTE 

Eighth Army forces which have 
been doing what military men 
term “mop up” on Leyte now 
figure there aren’t more than 200 
or 300 Japanese left on the island. 

A sizable force of B-29 Super- 
fortresses from India bases attack- 
ed Japanese installations around 
the big Burmese port of Rangoon 
with “good to excellent” results, 
laying at least five bombs square- 
ly in dump areas, the 20th U. S. 
Bomber Command announced. 

The attacking Superforts, mak- 
ing their fourth large raid on the 
Rangoon area in support of Allied 
ground forces driving southward 
from Mandalay in central Burma, 
encountered only light antiaircraft 
and fighter opposition and com- 
pleted the mission without a loss.

RATS SEEK HOLES 


3,000,000 
Japs Flee 
Tokyo 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 22.— 
(?)—The evacuation of nearly 3,- 
000,000 air raid victims from 
Tokyo—one of the greatest mass 
civilian evacuations of the war— 
is in progress in the bomb-torn 
Nipponese capital, the Japanese 
radio indicated today. 

A Domei, Japanese news agen- 
cy, broadcast recorded by the FCC 
said Home Minister Shigeo Oda- 
chi told a diet committee that 
Tokyo probably had less than 4,- 
000,000 inhabitants now, with 
more to leave. The city’s pre- 
war population was around 7,000,- 
000, making it the third largest 
in the world. 


| 
The prospect of population cen- 


ters of Japan being isolated by an 
American invasion was raised as 
the government speeded steps to 
organize a civilian national, or 
“special-attack” corps. 

Gen. Kaneshire Shibayam, vice 
minister of war, was quoted by 
Tokyo radio as telling a diet com- 
mittee the corps would be on a 
national scale, so that “every mem- 
ber of the nation may be assigned 
appropriate defense duty in case 
of emergency.” 

Premier Kuniaki Koiso was 
uoted as telling the diet—in reply 
0 a question raising the possi- 
bility the homeland “may be split 
apart by the enemy’—that an 
“area-by-area defense structure” 
was being set up. 

Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce Toshio Shimada report- 
ed rice, wheat and sweet pota- 
toes had been distributed and 
stored in “great quantities.” He 
declared: “There is nothing to 
worry about for the present even 
if, by chance, the homeland is 
split up.” 

Tokyo radio also said the U. S. 
Fifth Fleet, including V. Adm. 
Marc A. Mitscher’s powerful car- 
rier task force which hit the Jap- 
anese navy Monday, was “fleeing 
with full speed” southward to- 
ward the Ryukyu Islands, pursued 
by Japanese planes. 

U. S. naval airmen crippled 15 
or 17 Nipponese warships in the 
attack on enemy fleet bases and 
objectives in the Japanese inland 
sea, but radio silence has con- 
cealed the fleet movements since. 

Transportation difficulties in 
the Nipponese homeland were ex- 
plained by Yonezza Maeda, trans- 
portation and communications 
minister. He told a diet commit- 
tee that passenger traffic must 
be held to a minimum while rail 
lines are handling movement of 
materials resulting from the “dis- 
persal of factories and buildings,”

Baldish, 57-year-old Kesselring, 
pal of Reichsmarshal Hermann 
Goering, has arisen ‘of late in the 
esteem of the Nazi heirarchy by 
his tenacious defense of northern 
Italy. 


Kesselring fought in the first 
World War as a pilot, as did 
Goering, and shortly before the 
outbreak of the second World 
War he took command of air 
forces based in Berlin, the most 
important in the Reich.

Beyond Rhine 


Bombs Hit NerveCenter 
Of Wehrmacht, Paving 
Way for Mass Crossing 


LONDON, Friday, March 23.— 
()——More than 8,000 American 
and British planes gave Germany 
its greatest dawn to dusk lashing 
yesterday, concentrating particu- 
larly on Nazi defenses east of the 
Rhine, and last night RAF Mos- 
quitos maintained the terrific 


pressure by bombing Berlin for 
the 3lst consecutive time. 

The German radio declared that 
at least four other formations of 
night raiders were on the prowl 
over western Germany, the Hann- 
over-Hildesheim area, Muenster 
and the province of Bavaria. 

These were the major blows 
delivered during one of the finest 
flying days of the year yesterday: 

1. Approximately 4,000 planes, 
including 2,000 American and 
British heavy bombers from Brit- 
ain, tore up enemy concentrations 
and reinforcements within the 
Ruhr industrial basin and _sur- 
rounding areas. This attack, one 
of the most violent delivered by 
air power during the war, was 
directed at targets across the 
Rhine from Marshal Montgomery's 
impending “jump off” positions: 

2. A force of more than 500 
Italy-based U. S. heavy bombers 
blasted the big Ruhland oil re- 
finery 70 miles southeast of Ber- 
lin. This blow was believed to 
have virtually halted the produc- 
tion of gasoline within the VU. S. 
15th Air Force’s range in southern 
Germany, Austria and Hungary. 

3. Using the new 11-ton volcano 
bombs, British heavy bombers 
collapsed the main span and the 
approachés to the important Nien- 
burg railroad bridge between Han- 
nover and Bremen. 

4. American and British tacti- 
cal air forces flew nearly 4,000 
sorties from bases on the conti-

Monty's Barrage Held 
Signal for Onslaught; 
Report Ist Over Sieg 


PARIS, Friday, March 23.—( 
Two U. S. Armies have crushed 
all major resistance west of the 


Rhine in the last phase of a battle 
that cost the Germans 100,000 
captives alone, and the enemy 
said the river barrier is about to 
‘be stormed from the Palatinate 
and opposite the Ruhr, which was 
blasted by thousands of Allied 
warplanes. 


One German report said Gen. 
Patton’s Third Army had massed 
300 regular and amphibious tanks 
and strong engineering and motor- 
ized units for a smash into the 
mountainous inner core of the 
Reich. 


Another declared that Marshal 
Montgomery has opened a thun- 
derous artillery barrage to screen 
a Rhine crossing west of Wesel, 
adding to destruction wrought by 
the thousands of warplanes which 
throughout the day sowed ruin 
through the Ruhr valley. 
HODGES STRIKES NORTH 


The American broadcasting sta- 
tion in Europe said last night the 
U. S. First Army had struck north 
from its Remagen bridgehead, 
crossed the Sieg river, and cap 
tured Siegburg, a city of 20,000. 
This is “the first big German 
town to be taken in the bridge 
head,” added the broadcast. 

Third Army strategists now 
were free to plan the crossing of 
the Rhine, for possibly no more 
than 4,000 German effectives re- 
mained in action west of the 
stream after one of the worst dis- 
asters ever visited on German 


arms. 

Written off were the great 
Rhine cities of Mainz and Lud- 
wigshafen, where resistance fold- 
ed during the day and the few 
defenders were chased into cor- 
ners from which there was no 
retreat, with the Rhine bridges 
down. 

100 MILES ON BANK 

Third Army banners floated 
over 100 miles of the Rhine’s west 
bank from Ludwigshafen to Co- 
blenz, and racing armor was five 
‘miles from Speyer and 19 from 
Karlsruhe, the two main roads 
back for the battered German 
band—all that remains of two 
German armies once more than 
100,000 strong. 

The U. S. First Army moved up 
into position to outflank the Ruhr 
from the south, widening its Re- 
magen bridgehead to 29 miles and 
deepening it to nine against light 
to moderate opposition. 

The First Army now hold nine 
miles of the south bank of the 
Sieg river northeast of Bonn with- 
in a dozen miles of the Ruhr’s 
south rim. Southward its bridge- 
head reached within 7% miles of 
Coblenz, on the west bank, where

The congressmen also got this 
rejoinder from the Office of Price 
Administration: Prices and sub- 
sidies have been adjusted to costs 
and the trade generally is coming 
out pretty well. 

Said Rep. Barrett, Democrat, 
Wyoming, at a meat inquiry called 
by Rep. Sundstrom, Republican, 
New Jersey, “We've got 10,000,000

STOCKHOLM, March 22.—(4’)— 
He came to me one evening anx-:| 
ious to escape notice by my neigh- | 
bors. Nobody saw him. 

I never knew his name, but that | 
wasn’t necessary. It wasn’t even 
desirable, I simply called him Pe- 
ter. It wasn’t until later that I 
heard he had come down by para- 
chute. 

When last I saw him he said that | 
no matter what happened he| 
would find me. It was a promise, 
but I thought, “Poor Peter.” 

I regarded him as a candidate 
for death and I.was right. He was 
caught together with four compan- 
ions and executed. His wireless 
transmitter which he had carried 
with him fell into the hands of the 
Gestapo. A fifth comrade escaped 
and told us. 

OFTEN HUNTED 

Peter had no address. He lived 
everywhere and nowhere—wher- 
ever he could find a roof over his 
head. If he was lucky it would be 
with a kind and lonely woman, if 


often been searched, but Peter said 
it was merely a matter of putting 
up a confident front. 

Until then he had not met any 
police who questioned his papers. 
Maybe police did not trap him aft- 
er all. From the beginning I sus- 
pected that women were much 
more dangerous.

Underwear was a mistake. One 
can’t travel like a lord through 
bombed Germany in the sixth year 
of war.

Flynn Sees 
Pope; Russia 
Discussed 


ROME, March 22. — (#) — Ed- 
ward J. Flynn smilingly disclosed 
after an audience with Pope Pius 
today that the question of rela- 
tions between Soviet Russia and 
the Vatican had been discussed, 
but “only conversationally,” and 
added that he was bearing no per- 
sonal messages from President 
Roosevelt to anybody. 

Flynn, a personal friend of 
Roosevelt, arrived in Rome from 
Moscow yesterday and was grant- 
ed an hour-long audience with 
the Pope today. 

“But, as a Roman Catholic, what 
would be more natural?” he told 
reporters he received in the Pa- 
lazzo Barberini. 

Asked whether he had stopped 
in Rome only for personal and 
religious reasons, the former Dem- 
ocratic national chairman said: 

“Well, I wouldn’t say that ex- 
actly.” 

He said he “happened” to meet 
the Papal secretary of state (Car- 
dinal Luigi Maglione) and im- 
plied he would see Premier Ivanoe 
Bonomi before leaving Italy Fri- 
day. He disclosed he was sched- 
uled to see Gen. de Gaulle in 
France and expected to see Prime 
Minister Churchill in England. 

Flynn said he had seen “a great 
many people in Russia’”—Premier

MAINZ CAVES IN 

The German defense lines crum- 
pled early yesterday in Mainz, 
which fanatic SS troops had tried 
to turn into an island of resistance 
in a sea of almost unsurpassed de- 
struction. 

They had impressed police and 
firemen and unlimbered antitank 
and self-propelled guns and held 
out for two days, but the 90th Di- 
vision shattered their lines with 
an early morning barrage of great 
ferocity and then broke through 

By midafternoon Mainz was 
more than 75 per cent cleared and 
the Germans had been driven 
back into the old town, which cov- 
ers only a small area in the heart 
of the city. 

The 94th Division to the south 
mattled to rout the last. snipers 
from the great chemical center of 
Ludwigshafen. The United Press 
said Gen. Patton had captured the 
I. C. Farben chemical works there. 


The battle west of the Rhine, 


which will carry out Gen, Eisen- | 


hower's orders to destroy every 
German short of the big river bar- 
rier, was being carried to a swift 
conclusion by the U. S. Third and 
Seventh Armies. 


The Tenth Armored Division of 
Gen. Patton’s Third Army was fan- 
ning out, one columin spearing six 
miles southeast to near Gommer- 
sheim, seven miles west of Speyer 
and only 19 miles northwest of 
Karlsruhe, industrial city of 200,- 
000 on the Rhine’s east bank. 


The pincers were being clamped 
on Speyer. The Tenth, after cap- 
turing the steel city of Neustadt, 
pushed on into. Bohl, six miles 
northwest of Speyer, over whose 
bridge the German radio was call- 
ing to the beaten troops to escape 
before it was too late. 

Patton’s mystery tank division 
which first penetrated Ludwigs- 
hafen left the mop-up of that city 
to the 94th Infantry Division and 
speared on south to within five 
miles of Speyer on the north. 

Simultaneously, the Tenth sent 
one column slashing eight miles 
southeast through the Phalzerwald 
forest, where it severed the en- 
emy's last good east-west road and 
railway by capturing Annweiler, 
£ix miles west of pivotal Landau.

The Germans have been pre- 
serving this force because it is no 
match for the American and Brit- 
ish air forces in any prolonged 
operations. But, Gen. Anderson 
pointed out, the Nazis may think 
that their fighter reserve is capa- 
ble of disrupting our forthcoming 
major effort to cross the Rhine at 
other points in addition to the 
Remagen bridgehead.

Smashing through German de- 
fenses in 25-mile advances both 
west and south of the Oder river 
city of Oppeln, 46 miles southeast 
of Breslau, Marshal Konev’s men 
encircled and routed an enemy 
group southwest of Oppeln. More 
than 30,000 were killed and 15,- 
000 captured, Moscow said, while 
there were indications thousands 
of others still were trapped and 
were being wiped out. 

It was the 11th major Red Army 
encirclement since Russia’s great 
winter offensive started in Jan- 
uary. 

German reports said that Ko- 
nev’s scythe-like offensive already 
was slashing across the remain- 
ing German-held areas of Upper 
Silesia on the southern flank of 
the central front to win the entire 
area bordering Czechoslovakia. 


Stalin revealed that Konev’s 
troops, striking from a bridgehead 
across the Oder south of Oppeln, 
apparently crossed the water bar- 
rier in a 12-mile sector between 
the east bank towns of Krappitz, 
13 miles south of Oppeln, and Co- 
sel, 24 miles southeast. 

Winning Krappitz and Cosel, the 
southern arm of Konev’s army 
swept west through Ober-Glogau, 
12 miles West of Cosel, and Zuelz, 
21 miles west. Simultaneously, 
the northern arm dashed south 
from the area of Grottkau and 
won Falkenberg, 13 miles west of 
Oppeln, and Steinau, eight miles 
north of Neustadt. 

Linking in this area, the Rus- 
sians tropped thousands of enemy 
tre ops in the Tillowitz forest area 
southwest of Oppeln, and togeth- 
er smashed into the city of Neu- 
stadt. 

Neustadt, three miles from 
Czechoslovakia, lies within four 
miles of the vital trans-Sudeten 
mountain railroad linking the 
Czechoslovak industrial city of 
Moravska Ostrava wtih Dresden 
and central Germany.

Off To Investigate 
European Conditions 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is en route 

around the world as a member of the American 

Society of Newspaper Editors’ mission in behalf 

of universal news freedom. His column will appear as time and 

communications facilities allow. When it is not available, substitute 
features will be used, as today’s by Dorothy Thompson.) 


This column has appeared uninterruptedly for nearly two years, 
and its author feels that it is time to stop for a month and take 
a look around outside the United States, and particularly in Europe. 


The job of the commentator has never been harder than during 
these past months. Information, except on the actual military situa- 
tion, has been scant, and imagination has had to supply missing 
links in such information as was obtainable. It is a fascinating 
task to attempt to penetrate into the realities behind disparate facts, 
often contained in small and inconclusive dispatches. But the danger 
exists that the commentator becomes a writer of detective stories, 
sorting out many clues, evaluating them, separately and together, 
and putting together his own picture. Often one finds the truth— 
or some part of it—that way, but it is not enough. Every com- 
mentator ought, from time to time, to turn reporter. 


For the commentator on international affairs, we are entering 
a most critical phase. 
yet over, but a new political phase has already begun—the transi- 
tion phase from war to peace. And, this war having been what it 
is, this transitional phase will hardly lead back to the prewar 
status quo, but forward into something new. 


Certainly a new Europe is emerging out of the 
New Europe ashes of the old, and out of the most profound 
shock that Europe has had in centuries. Some of the old personali- 
ties, familiar to all of us for the last 20 years, still play a role. But 
new personalities have also arisen, out of the various resistance 
movements. In most of the liberated countries the old parties are 
still in existence, but in all of them the contents are changing. This, 
in itself, confuses the issues, for the labels remain the same, but 
the tendencies are different. 


And under all the labels there is the life of the people, upon 
whom this particular war has borne with a crushing pressure never 
known before. One cannot realize this war—one cannot realize 
modern war at all—as a civilian in the United States. Here we 
speak of the “front” and the “home front,” but in Europe the 
front has been everywhere exerting its peculiar psychological effects 
upon civilian and soldier alike, and creating a new society in suffer- 
ing, in which the line between soldier and civilian is hard to draw. 

The civilian has often taken up arms, or unarmed has been the 
target of the foe. What new attitudes of mind have come out of 
this? What new hopes? What old despairs? What new tensions? 
What effects, may the facts of Europe, have upon the blueprints 
of world leaders? : 


The material upon which the commentator at home is inclined 
to draw is the successive events in the sphere of diplomacy. Our 
eyes have turned from Cairo to Tehran, to Yalta, and now toward 
San Francisco. There two scores of nations will meet to discuss 
the future of the world. But are these nations, which will there 
assemble? Or are these only governments, in some cases self- 
appointed, and in most cases overaged? At this forthcoming con- 
ference the United States will be the only country that during this 
war has had a general, free election, and even here the continuation 
of the war policy was the leading issue in that election. 


Even such an ancient parliamentary democracy as Great Britain 
has not had an election in ten years, to say nothing of the con- 
tinental European countries. 


Therefore, important as it is to observe the proceedings which 
will take place between high officials of old governments, pro- 
visional governments, or exiled governments, it seems to me equally, 
or perhaps more important, to observe what is going on in the minds 
of those whom they presume to represent. For one day every dele- 
gate to San Francisco will have to answer to them. ~ 


; I am under no illusion that I shall be able to 
No Illusions discern all the answers to all the questions. 
Actually, not all the questions—and not even the most important 
ones—have yet been formulated. The answers will grow out of 
specific reactions to specific acts. It is even dubious whether the 
real face of the new world will be discernible during my lifetime. 
But it is interesting and necessary to be present at the hour of 
birth, even if we cannot predict the future of the child. 


I would not be so rash as to try to write about Europe, from 
Europe, “off the cuff.” At least a month will be needed to look 
around, to ask many questions of many people, in several coun- 
tries—compare the answers, and think about them, quietly. 

When I start writing again, a few weeks from now, I shall try 


to share with my readers an experience and a research to which 
I look forward with immense eagerness.

\ City Streets Are Not 
Built for Speedways 


Two boys, 15 and 17 years of age, were killed 
when the motorcycle they were riding crashed 
into a bus. Police reports say the motorcycle 

Was moving at about 80 miles per hour and drove across a red 
traffic signal, causing the accident. 

A good and reliable friend of mine happened to be on the scene 
when the fatal crash occurred. He made a full and vivid descrip- 
tion of the incident to me. And there is an obvious lesson to be 
learned, an obvious evil exposed. 

“There wexge four boys and two girls,” he told me. “All young, 
the girls belonging to that age we classify nowadays as bobby- 
soxers. The group had been taking turns riding the motorcycle 
up and down thatestreet, speeding and apparently trying to outdo 
each other in daredeviltry. 

“Finally, these two boys jook the cycle to the top of a grade 
some eight or ten ‘blocks fnm the intersection, while the others 
stood to watch them pass. I¢ was evident they were ‘showing off’ 
for the girls’ benefit, trying to get the utmost speed possible out 
of the machine. 

“They got a good start downgrade and were, as the police state, 
moving at least 80 miles per hour when they neared the intersec- 
tion. Whether they tried to stop or slow down I’m not sure, but 
anyway it was too late at the speed they were going. 

“They went across that red light and cfashed into the front 
door of that bus so fast no one really knew what was happening. 
One boy was flung off onto the pavement and was dead when they 
picked him up. The motorcycle smashed the door of the bus and 
the other boy was tossed inside; he ended up in the aisle of the 
bus, halfway to the rear. I couldn’t explain how be got there. He 
was so badly smashed he was evidently near death right then. It 
all happened so fast the bus driver didn’t see the boy’s body hurtle 
past him and, when he immediately stopped the bus, he was sur- 


prised to realize what had happened.” 

: My friend recalled when a carload of boys and 
Not the First girls of about the same age was smashed either 
en route to, or coming from, a dance, about a year ago or a little 
less. Several were killed that time, too. It was, I think, some- 
where on Ponce de Leon avenue. 

“They all belonged to the same crowd,” he said. “I live in their 
neighborhood and know. They are speed crazy, irresponsible kids. 
They have a habit of speeding in some old car, as fast as it will 
go, up and down a stretch of about four blocks without an inter- 
section. I’ve seen and heard them, frequently.” 

We discussed the problem, my friend and I, 

Decided, to begin with, that the type of youngsters who today 
make a speedway out of city streets are the same who would be 
racing cars out on the highways if they had the gasoline to get 
that far out of town. Lacking gasoline, they can’t control their 
hunger for dangerous, reckless speed and so have been making 
speedways out of the city streets. 

And that, what with intersections and other traffic, is ,more 
dangerous even than the open highway in the country. 

Just what to do about it we couldn’t decide. 


What to Do? Maybe the parents of these wild youngsters, boys 
and girls, are to blame. But I am reluctant to blame the parents 
without more definite evidence of irresponsibility on their part. 
Because I know, myself, families with a boy or two in the mid 
teens who do their best to control these lads and not always with 
success. Sometimes the parents are helpless, despite all they can do. 

However, I am inclined to think that parents can control bobby- 
sox girls better than many of them do. They could, at least, keep 
them off the streets at the hours when these accidents occurred. 


If the parents are more intent upon having exciting times them- 
selves, in running around at all hours, than in setting good ex- 
ample for their children, what can you expect? 

That curfew ruling made by Jimmy Byrnes for war purposes, 
and defied in New York by Mayor LaGuardia for some reason 
of his own, might not be a bad thing if applied to all youngsters 
below the age of discretion, and at an earlier hour than midnight. 
But that would be in violation of a constitutional freedom, wouldn’t 
it? Something to do with abridging the right to the pursuit of 
happiness, however mistaken the individual’s idea of happiness 
might be. 

As for the two bobby-soxers involved, indirectly at least, in the 
motorcycle fatality, the last report on them is that, after the crash, 
they fainted. .

Even in a small country town, 
everybody’s business is 
known, the checks seem to arrive 
by the bale.

pendent parents of servicemen are | 
the most numerous beneficiaries. | 


It is a poor living, but it helps. 

The widows and orphans of the 
slain, increasing in number at the 
rate of 1,000 a day, receive month- 
ly insurance payments. 

Veterans of other wars and boys 
maimed in this one receive month- 
ly pension checks. 

The widows and crphkeuns of in- 
dugtrial workers, and workers and 
their wives who have reached the 
age of 65, receive social security 
checks. 

The jobless get unemployment 
benefits. The farmers get parity 
checks. The miller gets a parity 
payment for every bushel of wheat 
ground. The dairyman—even the 
villager who keeps a_ couple of 
cows and sells a little milk to his 
neighbors—gets a parity payment 
for every gallon. 

How can the government do it? 
The government is us. We, the 
people. When you write your 
check for income tax, you help 
write all the others. And if that 
doesn’t pay your share, the rest 


is added to the price of every- 


thing you buy. Even those who 
receive the checks must pay some 
of the cost.

New 1l-Ton Bombs 
Most Devastating Yet 


WASHINGTON.—Something of the power 
behind the new 1l-ton “earthquake” bombs 
which the Allied high command has just removed 

from the restricted list can now be revealed. 


Although it has been known for some time that hombs of such 
magnitude were being produced in the United States, it has not 
been permissible heretofore to talk about them. They had been 
on the secret weapon list until an official announcement told of 
their use for the first time the other day. 

The bombs are being built in the United States from designs 
created by an Englishman, Barnes Neville Wallace, 57-year-old 
ordnance expert who spent some years working out the blueprints, 


They are the Allies’ answer to the German V-2 rocket bomb 
which has been raining destruction on southern England and Lon- 
don in recent months, except that the 1ll-ton missle is far more 
accurate and far more destructive than the Nazi product. 


Our airmen are able to lay them down against a given target 
with the same degree of accuracy that is common with ordinary 
aerial bombs, whereas the Germans have no assurance that the V-2 


will even come close to a city at which it is aimed, 

: One of our Américan explosive experts, a 
Four City Blocks specialist in the field of air bombings, 
has estimated that one of the new Allied 22,000-pounders, if equipped 
with a short time fuse and dropped at the intersection of any busi- 
ness street in the average American city, would cause complete 
demolition of an area roughly 600 feet square. That is equivalent 
to about four city blocks in all. 


Complete demolition, it was explained, means that every strue 
ture in the area would be leveled. 

That is what one of the bombs is capable of against buildings 
of the modern type of construction. Against the European type of 
construction, which is less substantial than ours, many city blocks 
might be leveled. 

The new bombs are said to be 25 feet and five inches long and 
nearly four feet thick. They carry 11,000 pounds of high ex- 
plosives in the nose, contrasted with only 1,000 pounds of ex- 
plosives carried by the German V-2. 


While it is designed primarily for use against underground 
structures, such as submarine pits and the factories the Germans 
have put beneath the ground, it is listed as a general purpose bomb 
and can be used for shallow or deep penetration. 


For blasting out underground operations of the Nazis the bomb 
can be timed to explode after it has reached its maximum pene- 
tration. Tests have shown that it is capable of plowing 70 feet 
into the earth, with a detonation that causes major earth shocks. 
These shocks would probably result in weakening the foundations 
of all buildings in the immediate area, causing their partial or 


total collapse. 

: The story has already come out of London tell- 
Hard To F ind ing of the great penetrating qualities of the 
“town busters” or “earthquake bombs,” as they are called. During 
the period of experimentation, a dummy bomb weighing 22,000 
pounds and filled with inert matter was dropped from operational 
height to verify the calculations that had been made. The bomb 
is said to have penetrated to such a depth that it took 18 men, 
working 12 hours a day, nine days to find it. 

The British have reported excellent results from the bombs in 
operations aimed at German underground submarine docks. We 
have been able thus to knock out U-boat nests which heretofore 
have been beyond our reach. 

Whether f&ny of the great bombs have yet been used against 
Berlin or other German cities has not been made clear by the 
communiques. If they have not, they undoubtedly will in time, 
however, 

The Allied high command has been slow: putting them into use 
because of the difficulties of handling them with the present type 
of air equipment employed in Europe. The bombs are so large 
that it takes a plane of the size of the Superfortress to handle them 
with ease, and thus far we have been unable to spare any of the 
big B-29s from the Pacific theater, for which they were built. 

Although the great bombs have been under production here 
for a year or more we are just reaching the stage where they are 
being used. We were building them before we had planes ready to 
use them. They are destined to play an important part in the final 
drive on Germany.

ut se Baseball no longer. has to play ostrich. The 

Play Ball! game can lift its head out of the sand and not 
pretend to hide from the various bugaboos that have confronted it 
in recent months. 

As many had suspected all along, baseball’s okay. It’s a grand 
old game, good for the young and the old, good 
on the home front, good on the fighting front. 

A tremendous burden has been lifted from 
the men who run baseball by War Manpower 
Commissioner Paul V. McNutt’s declaration 
that “baseball players in the game last year 
who have contractual relationships with any 
club, including an option for the current season, 


now may be recalled to their principal employ- | 


ment, which is baseball, without going through 
the U. S. Employment Service.” (The ruling 
doesn't exempt draft-eligible players.) 
Baseball is on a one-way street now, 
and going the right way. Baseball 4-Fs 
no longer will live like goldfish. 

When President Roosevelt approved continuance of base- 
ball again, in a recent statement, he made the owners feel 
better. But he didn’t offer any help about the manpower 
problem. 

Commissioner McNutt’s action will make it possible for baseball 
to assume an entirely different position in the minds of many 
Americans and also will provide sorely needed manpower.

V-Bomb Turns 
British Plant 
Into Inferno 


LONDON, March 22.—(7)—A 
German V-bomb scored a direct 


hit on a southern England fac- 
tory recently, exploding inside and 
turning the building into an in- 
ferno, it Was announced tonight. 

Rescue _ workers, including 
American soldiers, toiled for hours 
in an effort to save those trapped 
in the wreckage. The troops and 
firemen were handicapped by a 
gas main that blazed for six hours 
in the factory. Alsatian dogs were 
used to help locate those buried. 

Another V-bomb exploded in the 
gardens behind a row of cottages 
in a southern England community, 
killing six persons. 

Thirteen others were killed and 


six injured when two V-bombs 
struck other localities. Part of a 
hospital was so badly damaged 
that 120 patients had to be evac 
uated.

When the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion defined ‘‘an ordinary school 
year™ as used in the GI Bill to 
mean 30 to 38 weeks, there were 
some veterans who were study- 
ing in a New York school of pho- 
tography. 

It was a long-established school 
—legitimate in every respect. It’s 
charge was $500—$410 for tuition 
and about $90 for supplies. 

But, while this amount was in 
line with the maximum allowance 
for an ordinary school year, the 
course itself was approximately 
17 weeks instead of the minimum 
of 30 weeks required for an ordi- 
nary school year. 

Thus, under the V. A. ruling, it 
looked for a time as though the 
school would get paid for only 
17-30ths of its bill for each ex-serv- 
ice student. 

But the courses for these stu- 
dents had been approved by the 
V. A. before the ruling was made, 
so the school will get paid. Be- 
sides, several of the students were 
disabled veterans anyway, and 
there’s no $500 restriction on tul- 
tion and supplies under the vo- 
cational rehabilitation plan for the 
disabled. 

Nevertheless that incident can 
serve as a red flag for the future 
in your selection of a school and 
a course. A school year is at 
least 30 weeks. If the course you 
are considering lasts 18 weeks, the 
maximum payment allowed by 
the government will be $300— 
(18-30ths of $500). 

There’s another reason why we 
should seek advice and give care- 
ful thought in the selection of a 
school or training institution. 

After the World War ended in 
1918, the government had a vo- 
cational rehabilitation plan for 
disabled veterans who needed 
training or education to overcome 
their service-incurred handicap. 
About 178,000 decided to use the 
government’s offer of free train- 
ing. 

Then there suddenly appeared 
—usually in the larger cities—new 
trade schools and vocational train- 
ing establishments. Some were 
legitimate, but many originated 
only to give little or nothing and 
to get some of that easy govern- 
ment money. Result was that, 
at these places, the disabled ex- 
service man didn’t get the gov- 
ernment’s money’s worth. 
the veteran and government lost. 

Anyway, after a little war like 
the last one, 178,000 men actually 
started training under the Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation law then in 
effect. It doesn’t take even the
